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l. With the aid of a former secretary of the Lebanese “mbussy in Paris, an organization — 
has been set up within the last month, probably during Oct 1953, for delivery of so- 
called strategic material, between Lebanon and various Black sea ports, 


2 The method used is us follows; ‘The firm of Pechiney has taken the former secretary 
of embassy into its own service. On the firmls letterhead appear export stete- 
ments for aluminum and copper (serap),. These are ostensibly being shipped from 
Lebanon to éntwerp. But efter the false papers have been stamped, the ccmmoditics 
declaration 1s altered end they go to Italy. Here u spectouc declaration to take 
them to Lebanon is provided. But, in fact, the consignment is now sent to the 
Black Sea. 


3. Eventually, the Belpian authorities in fntwerp noticed thatthe goods, ostensibly 
consigned to !ntwerp, were not coming in. They warned the sllied Control Commission. 
The source remarks that this is merely one example of similar chicanery by Lebanese 


firms. 
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
